REPORT OF SEASHORE DIVINITY SCHOOL. 

The sixth annual session of the Seashore Divinity School held 
at the Seashore Camp Ground, June 23 to July 2, 1914, was most 
satisfactory and profitable to all who attended. The attendance was 
above that of last year and the results were gratifying. 

The public lectures were strong, orthodox and evangelical. They 
were both educational and inspirational and were thoroughly enjoyed 
by the large body of preachers and friends of the Institution. It is 
the purpose of the Directors to make the program next year equally 
strong and attractive and, to insure this, the leading churchmen and 
platform speakers of our country are being drawn upon to fill the 
popular hours for next session. 

Dr. H. H. McNeill, who has been re-elected Dean of the School, 
and his efficient faculty, composed of representatives from the ex- 
amining committees of the four patronizing Conferences, have the 
under-graduate department thoroughly organized and their work is 
highly satisfactory. All of the under-graduates of these Conferences 
should take advantage of the superior opportunities this school offers 
them in its class work. The written examinations, after eight or 
nine days instruction by competent men, have a decided advantage 
over the old method of taking the examinations on all the books in 
one day during the confusion of assembling for the Conference ses- 
sion. The work of the Divinity School is, in fact, of a more satis- 
factory character than that done in the Correspondence School. Those 
preparing for the ministry in these four Conferences should make 
any kind of sacrifice financially to attend next session. We respect- 
fully request the presiding elders to co-operate with them, as well 
as with all the preachers, in making their arrangements to be 
present. 

The chairman of each Conference examining committee is re- 
quested to appoint a representative of the committee on the Faculty 
of the Divinity School for the coming session. This becomes neces- 
sary since new committees will take the place of the old ones at this 
session of the Conferences. 

Chas. W. Crisler, of the Mississippi Conference, was elected 
secretary in place of R. R. Ellison, who could not attend the meeting 
of the directors last session. 
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Realizing the great importance and the possibilities of the 
Divinity School in promoting greater efficiency in our ministry, we 
respectfully request the Boards of Education of the four patronizing 
Conferences to appropriate for the maintenance of the School not 
less than the amounts of last year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DISTRIBUTION OF CONFERENCE 

ASSESSMENTS. 

To the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Committe, appointed on yesterday to 
investigate the matter of an equitable adjustment and distribution of 
the various benevolent claims to the respective districts, and if 
possible to recommend to you a standard basis on which the assess- 
ments might be made by the Conference Boards, beg leave to make 
the following report: 

1st. After careful investigation we are of the opinion that the 
method used by our boards has, with the exception of the Port Gibson 
District, given us an equitable distribution of these funds. 

2nd. We desire to call the special attention of the boards to the 
fact that in our opinion, the Port Gibson District is assessed a 
larger amount in proportion to its ability to pay, than either of the 
other districts. 

3rd. That it is our firm conviction, that no church in the bounds 
of the Conference, is really assessed more than they are able to pay, 
if they would do anywhere near their duty. 

4th. It appears further that this discrepancy against the Port 
Gibson District is the result of the assessment by the Joint Board 
of Finance, the Mission Board and the Board of Education. 

5th. In order to bring this discrepancy to the attention of 
the Boards, they each shall be handed copies of the following tables 
showing individual and total assessments on each district:

These percentages based on the pastor’s salaries would indicate 
that about .423 per cent for each would be the average percentage for 
all the districts, while the Port Gibson District is assessed .478 per 
cent. 

That the above tables are submitted to the Boards merely to be 
an aid in their distribution, and that they shall in no wise commit 
this Conference, or its Boards, to the ratio therein contained as an 
absolute basis for the distribution of their assessments. 

6th. We believe further, that the pastor is the real key to the 
situation, and that often times the failure of a charge to pay in full 
is due to some statement or belief of his, that we are assessed too 
much, or that we are not able to pay it.

Dear Brethren — On January 28th, of this year, the main building 
of Millsaps College was burned. The Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees was called together and plans were immediately 
laid for a larger and better equipped building. This has been about 
completed and will be formally opened at an early date. 
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The cost of the building and furnishing was $55,647.00, of which 
$25,000.00 came from insurance on the old building and the remainder 
was contributed by friends of the institution. 

The furnishing has been undertaken by the faculty. They have 
raised and paid out more than $1,500.00 and have obligated themnelves 
to pay about $900.00 more by the 15th of December, $600.00 is yet to 
be raised We therefore recommend that the President of the Col- 
lege, Dr. A. F. Watkins, take a collection on the night of the Educa- 
tional Anniversary which shall be applied on this fund.

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We note with pleasure the substantial gains of 
our Methodist Hospital cause during the past year. Our Field 
Secretary, Rev. H. M. Ellis, has succeeded in adding $59,000.00 in 
cash and subscriptions to what was reported at our last Conference, 
thus bringing the total to more than $150,000.00. Other pledges not 
yet in notes, but believed to be perfectly good, amount to $30,000.00 
more. 

We are gratified at the purchase of the splendid property on 
Lamar Boulevard, embracing about four city blocks and a massive 
brick and stone residence which can be used in our hospital work 
for the accommodation of some forty or more patients, and we com- 
mend the Commissioners for this action. 

We are assured that a wise expenditure of $30,000.00 in altera- 
tions, additions and the installation of an elevator will enable us to 
open a thoroughly modern hospital with capacity for 75 or 80 patients. 
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The increasingly urgent need and 
demand that this be done as soon 



the present condition of our work 
as possible. 



In order that our Conference may promptly raise its share of this 
needed amount, we offer the following resolutions which we hope will 
have the hearty approval and earnest co-operation of every member 
of the Conference:

paid in cash as soon after January 24, 1S15, as possible. 

Resolved again, That the Field Secretary is hereby asked to send

The Nashville Advocate is a weekly journal of rare merit. For 
clearness of exposition of Christian doctrine ana Methodist standards. 
Dr. Ivey is not excelled. In the disquietness of educational affairs of 
the past quadrennial the Advocate in every issue was the champion 
of the rights of the Church. It should he in the home of every 
official of the Church. 

Sunday School Literature. 

The Sunday School literature of the Church has become of so 
vital importance and so far reaching in its scope we can but expect 
great results from its activities. With such opportunity, we pray 
God that the ingathering to the Church for this quadrennial will far 
exceed any of the past. 

Missionary Voice. 

The Missionary Voice is ably edited and has a wonderful growth. 
We commend it as a most instructive periodical for fresh news from 
all our mission fields. 

Epworth Era. 

The Epworth Era is increasing in circulation. The change from a 
weekly to a monthly journal has reduced the cost and aided much in 
making it self sustaining. It is very necessary to Epworth Leaguers 
and of great value in organizing Leagues where it seems impossible 
to maintain them. 



The New Orleans Christian Advocate. 

The New Orleans Christian Advocate continues to grow in favor 
with the people, but the increase in the circulation, while gratifying, 
is not what it should be. How our people can keep interest in the 
Church affairs without the Church paper to note local happenings as 
well as discussions of the real issues, is a most puzzling question. 
But a majority of the Methodist homes are still without the weekly 
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visit of the Advocate. We heartily commend Dr. Meek’s firm and 
strong editorials. We note, with pleasure, the successful work of 
the publisher, Mr. Chas. O. Chalmers. 

Recommendations. 

We recommend the re-appointment of Dr. I. W. Cooper as a 
member of the Publishing Committee of the New Orleans Christian 
Advocate. We recommend a renewed effort on the part of the 
pastors to put the Advocate in every home of the Church, and that 
as early in the year as practical a special Advocate day be held 
and that this cause be represented in every pulpit of the Conference. 
We recommend to the Publishing Committee the action of the last 
General Conference concerning the making more effective the annual 
Conference organs, and request that they confer with the Book Com- 
mittee, if in their judgment the present arrangement does not meet 
the requirement of the law or the full need of the territory embraced, 
and that they report their finding to the annual Conference of the 
territory with recommendations from the Book Committee. 

The Methodist Review Quarterly. 

The Methodist Review Quarterly, edited by Dr. Gross Alexander, 
who is an accomplished scholar, is an entertaining and interesting 
magazine, and is enjoying an unusual circulation for a periodical 
of that character. Candor, however, compels us to say that this 
journal is, in our opinion, justly open to criticism, because of the 
extent to which men, who are loose in their theology, are allowed 
to set forth in its pages views which are in conflict with our 
Methodist standards and the long cherished teachings of Evangelical 
Christianity, without their contentions being directly controverted by 
anyone. In this day, when there is so much scepticism within the 
churches and so many people are straying from the old path, we 
believe that our Review should be a sound exponent and aggressive 
champion of orthodox Christianity, and that this should be the 
general attitude of the men who are invited to become its contribu- 
tors, otherwise, we fear that it may exercise a far reaching influence 
for harm. This does not at all limit the scope of the Review. It 
would only change its spirit and have the discussions of the various 
cults, isms, philosophies, and theories conducted by persons who are 
firmly anchored in the true faith of the Church, and are set for its 
defense, instead of by those who are theologically adrift, and are 
going they know not whither. We consider this matter as of very 
great importance, since this journal is now in the course of study 
for the undergraduates and young preachers, and because of this fact, 
we feel moved thus to express our views clearly and emphatically 
concerning this publication, which we hope to see go forward to yet 
larger things and nobler service.

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — In the process of adjustment to the changed or- 
ganization of the Sunday School, necessity has been laid upon the 
Epworth League to define it’s sphere of usefulness in the Church. 
Many agencies are now at work upon lines that were once followed 
by the Epworth League alone, and the question is raised: Has the 

young people’s society not been superseded by the several organiza- 
tions that have approximated it’s original? We assert with renewed 
emphasis the function of the Epworth League as the organ of fellow- 
ship of young Christians, having it’s analogies to the primitive class 
meeting, but adding to these the means of meeting the complex needs 
of the young of the Church for healthful recreation, social culture, and 
manifold activities under the safeguards and direction of religion, 
and for the training of young Christians in a life of service and 
loyalty to the Church. The special basis of this fellowship is the 
experience of Christ in the heart, and the most efficient means of 
keeping it alive is through testimony and prayer coupled with good 
works. 

The recent General Conference by granting a new constitution 
and a better financial system increased the facilities of the depart- 
ment. Under sanction of the General Conference our boys’ organiza- 
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tion, the Knights of Ezelah, takes its place among the authorized 
activities of the Church. A parallel society for girls of the inter- 
mediate age, has also been authorized by the General Conference. 
These societies are designed to supplement the work of the 
Sunday School by providing for the interest of the adolescent boys 
and girls who are lost to the Church in numbers appalling ,and we 
urge upon pastors and Sunday School workers, their examination and 
adoption. 

There are only 100 Epworth Leagues within the bounds of our 
Conference. This number ought to be increased. 

Your attention is called to the Constitution of the Annual Con- 
ference Epworth League Board, which now, for the first time, ap- 
pears in the Discipline. Closer co-operation with the Central Office 
and a more helpful and vital relation to the Conference Epworth 
League Conference, are made possible thereby. 

We would urge the observance of Anniversary Day, Second Sun- 
day in May. Using program of Central Office, also payment by all 
Chapters early in January of the Chapter Membership fee of $2.50, 
and an Epworth League Rally or Institute in every District.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

To the Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — While we are very thankful to God for the insti- 
tution of the Holy Sabbath Day, and for all that it means to us; we 
deplore the continued tendency to depreciate the sanctity, place and 
significance of the Holy Sabbath, and as a result a large part of our 
people do not observe the day in either spirit or letter. But on the 
other hand they prostitute the sanctity of the day by fishing, hunting, 
playing baseball, auto riding, using Sunday trains when it could be 
avoided; especially the Sunday excursion, when a premiium is put on 
Sabbath desecration. Forgetting (1) that the Sabbath is a day set 
apart by God for rest and worship; and that we are commanded by 
Him to remember the Sabbath to keep it holy. (2) That when the 
Sabbath is taken from us, or prostituted, that one of the pillars upon 
which Christianity is builded and propagated has been destroyed. 
(3) That the observance, or non-observance of the Sabbath deter- 
mines largely the type of our citizenship. Therefore your committee 
would request that every preacher, preach at least one sermon during 
the next conference year on Sabbath Observance. Not only condemn- 
ing, in unmistakable terms, the violation of the law of God and the 
State; but on the origin, of the Sabbath, its place in the Divine 
economy, and its significance.

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Your Board of Church Extension submits the following report: 
We are glad to be able to report continued progress in the cause 
of Church Extension. The amount of money expended by the Gen- 
eral and Conference Boards from June 1, 1882 to the close of the 
fiscal year March 31, 1914, was $4,305,989.17, and the number of 
churches aided was 8,994, and the number of parsonages was 2,370. 

The General Board Loan Fund Capital is now $560,582.63. There 
was an increase of $59,195.47 over the preceding year. During the 
past quadrennium the increase in the amount paid on Church Exten- 
sion assessment over the preceding quadrennium was $228,051.52; the 
amount contributed on specials exceeded the preceding quadrennium 
by $54,317.33; and the amount contributed to the Loan Fund Capital 
of the Board exceeded the amount contributed during the preceding 
quadrennium by $78,602.59.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE ORPHANS’ HOME. 

To the Bishop and Members of the North Mississippi and Mississippi 
Conferences : 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

It is with the greatest gratitude to the loving Father of all that 
we bring you this report of the affairs of the Mississippi Orphans’ 
Home. 

This has been one of the most peaceful, prosperous and satisfac- 
tory years the Home has ever enjoyed. Our faithful Manager, Rev. 
W. M. Williams, reports that the work of the Home in general has 
made greater progress, the children have developed more satisfac- 
torily, and the school has been more thorough than in any year of his 
administration. There has not been a death or even a case of serious 
sickness in the Home during the year. 

The Home now owns and operates a magnificent farm of two 
hundred acres where our boys can be taught agriculture and country 
life. This is all enclosed in a good, hog wire fence, with two cross 
fences of the same kind. A comfortable two story, ten room dwelling, 
lighted with acetyline gas, and good and commodious barns have 
been erected on the farm. There are six good mules, one horse. 
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plenty of farm implements, thirty-one head of cattle and fifteen hogs 
now on the place. Though the house, barns, and fences all had to 
be built this year, over thirteen hundred dollars worth of feed stuff 
has been raised. 

There is a public school at the farm, taught by Miss Smith, an 
excellent young lady, which our boys attend. Bro. Williams believes 
that the farm has been a great inspiration and help to the boys.

E. H. Mounger read a Scripture lesson from the twenty- 
second chapter of Revelation. 

A quartette was rendered by the Lewis brothers. 

Question Twenty-one: “What preachers have died dur- 

ing the year” was called. 

The report of the Committee on Memoirs was read, an- 
nouncing that R. D. Norsworthy had died. 

The Memoir of Bro. Norsworthy was read by Nolan B. 
Harmon. 

Loving tribute was paid to the memory of Bro. Nors- 
worthy by B. F. Jones, I. L. Peebles, P. H. Howse, T. B. Cot- 
trell, Ira B. Robertson, T. B. Holloman, E. H. Mounger, H. B. 
Watkins, M. B. Sharbrough, L. J. Jones, B. W. Lewis and 
W. M. Williams. The report was adopted. 

Conference adjourned with the singing of hymn No. 328 
and the benediction, which was pronounced by E. H. Mounger. 







ROBERT DRAUGN NORSWORTHY. 

* • 

Robert Draugn Norsworthy was born near Jackson, Louis- 
iana, on the second day of August, 1837, and came to the Great 
Divide silently passing beyond on the 13th of August, 1914. He 
had just passed his seventy-seventh birthday when the call 
came to enter into the rest prepared for the people of God. He 
was the son of Nile G. Norsworthy and Harriet Draugn. 

Robert was a lad just entering his teens when his father was 
converted and joined the Methodist church. There was a won- 
derful transformation in his father’s character and home; his 
parents becoming strong, orthodox Methodist believing in the 
old fashioned class meeting and rearing their children in an at- 
mosphere redolent with prayer and song and loyal service to 
God. Home regulations became strict, his and the other chil- 
dren’s attendance upon the ordinances of the church were com- 
pulsory. He thus grew to manhood a child of the Church, 
“trampling under foot that enthusiastic doctrine that we are not 
to do good unless our hearts be free to it.” The last admonition 
he was heard to give a fellow minister was “We must never be 
sluggish, but stir ourselves to action.” The early environment 
of a life largely decides its future course and indeed its desti- 
ny. He was frequently heard to thank God for the rigid train- 
ing of his father’s Christian home, and we find there the 
springs which made his own life strong and really mighty for 
good. 

His education, which was commenced in the city schools of 
Jackson, Louisiana, was continued in the Old Centenary Col- 
lege, from which institution he graduated. There is no authen- 
tic record of his college career, but that he w r as among the hon- 
or students is evidenced by the fact that he afterward became 
a professor in his Alma Mater. 

He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
Jackson, Louisiana, in 1860, Barnabas Pipkin being Presiding 
Elder and James L. Forsyth pastor in charge, and during the 
long service which followed that momentous act, neither he nor 
anybody else ever doubted the soundness of his conversion 
nor the certainty of his call to the ministry. 

Doubt with its raven wing never darkened his spiritual hor- 
izon! To his eye of faith the heavens seemed always open and 
the vision of his enthroned Lord, the abiding inspiration of 
his private and public life. 

He was married to Miss Jennie Swayze on September 21, 
1859, and after fifty years of happy married life, they celebrat- 
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ed their golden wedding at Natchez, Mississippi, September 21, 
1909, Rev. John A. B. Jones officiating on both occasions. Eight 
children came to their household, four of whom still survive 
him, Rev. Thomas J. Nors worthy of Yazoo City, Mrs. Clara C. 
Johnson of Meridian, Mrs. Lizzie F. Durbin of Yazoo City, and 
Mrs. Jessie B. Ligon of Natchez. Mississippi. 

He was admitted on trial into the Mississippi Conference in 
Jackson, Mississippi, at the session which convened November 
19-22, 1862. There were ten admitted at that session of the Con- 
ference, Wm. E. Ballard, Robert D. Norsworthy, Thos. W. Flow- 
ers, Wm. T. Ashford, James T. Burks, Wm. Winans Drake, 
Joseph K. Hamblin, Sam K. Russ and James N. Walker. His ad- 
mission into full connection was at Crystal Springs, December 
1864, when he was ordained deacon by Bishop Paine. Ten years 
later he was ordained elder at Hazlehurst by the same saintly 
Bishop. 

The exalted ideal which held him always in its grip is re- 
vealed by the following inscription found in his own hand-writ- 
ing on the envelope containing his credentials, which though un- 
dated, appears to have been written long ago. “If any of my 
children or my wife are alive at my death, I leave these to them. 
I have tried to be worthy of the ordination papers.” What more 
blessed heritage could he have left them? Inviolate was his 
ministerial vow, and unsullied his character, and those papers 
were handed down to his family with never a stain nor a blot 
and remain today as silent witnesses to a long life of faithful 
service to God and the Church. 

In the fifty-two years of his connection with the Mississippi 
Conference there was never a whisper against the good name 
of Robert D. Norsworthy. To him a good name was rather to be 
chosen than great honors at the expense of fidelity to principle 
and truth. His first appointment which he served two years, 
1863 and 1864, was Buffalo Circuit, with W. B. Hines as his Pre- 
siding Elder. His next appointment was Macedonia and colored 
charge, which he served two years, 1865 and 1866. 

Then for three years his name appears among the superan- 
nuates. Through an unfortunate misunderstanding, his Presid- 
ing Elder at the Conference of 1870, without his knowledge or 
consent, asked for and secured his location. He was readmitted 
in 1871 and appointed to Bayou Sara, Louisiana, which at that 
time was located in the bounds of the Mississippi Conference.

He was superannuated at the Conference in 1904. 

Thus reads the record of his active ministry. It requires on- 
ly sentences to write it, and only a few minutes to recite it, but 
what varied experiences, what arduous labors, what immense 
responsibilities, what days of prayer and supplication as well as 
praise and thanksgiving, what sacrifices as well as honors, and 
how many human destinies were changed within the period of 
fifty-two years comprising his ministerial career. 

The Scriptures tell of a period in the early Church when 
there w r ere giants in the land. Robert D. Norsworthy was born 
amid social and religious influences which produced men and 
women of giant purpose and character; a generation whose stur- 
dy oak-like bodies reflected the power, endurance and strength 
of their souls. It was the day of the old fashioned circuit ri- 
der, whose preaching was with the authority of an unalterable 
belief in the infallable Word of God. When the travel stained 
circuit rider entered a community, the people knew it was with 
a determined purpose to deliver a gospel bristling with the ter- 
rors of the law, but alw T ays accompanied with the proclamation 
of divine loving amnesty to all who would believe and repent. 
In that day repentance meant the complete separation of the 
life of the penitent from the world and all worldly amuse- 
ments. Such was the preaching which led to the conversion 
of young Norsworthy, and he came into the Kingdomi of 
Grace with a character like oak to resist the temptations of 
an alluring world, but like wax to receive the impressions of 
God’s spirit. 

There were stalwart men in the Conference when he united 
with it; men who made their mark in both Church and State: 
There was Thomas Clinton of whom it may be truly said “he 
walked and talked with God.” Philip H. Napier, the tradition 
of w r hose oratory lingers among us today. Henderson H. Mont- 
gomery, gifted as a revivalist, and the bosom friend of Robert 
Norsworthy, William H. Watkins, whose analytical reasoning 

held the churches he served firmly in the grip of an orthodox 
faith, and, last but not least, Joshua T. Heard, w T hose heart was as 





big as his body, and his spirit as seraphic as the Apostle John’s. 
But those with whom he was more intimately associated, who 
were his true yokefellows in the Gospel, were F. M. Williams, 
R. J. Jones, W. B. Lewis. W. E. Ballard, J. M. Weems and the 
brilliant Charles B. Galloway. Nearly all of his intimate co-la- 
borers in the Gospel passed on ahead of him, and he was no 
stranger when he entered the Eternal City. In this group of dis- 
tinguished Mississippians barring, of course, the brilliant Bishop, 
who towered above all in his own Conference and measured 
the equal of any throughout the bound of Methodism, Robert D. 
Norsworthy easily ranked with the best. He was every inch a 
man. He stood four square to every wind that blew. In his of- 
ficial capacity as Presiding Elder he was particularly happy in 
dealing with disgruntled men, and there are some who were 
kept from making serious mistakes by adhering to the wisdom 
of his counsel. He had in him many of the elements of a great 
character. His personal presence was striking. His face told 
the story of great thoughtfulness, intense earnestness, and frank 
downright honesty. His splendid physique, patriarchial face, 
energetic manner, and clear belltoned voice attracted immedi- 
ate attention in any body of men, either ministers or laymen. 

As a preacher, he was a fervent expounder of the Word of 
God, making plain its meaning to the people, his peroration of- 
ten being bursts of eloquence. The late R. J. Jones, who occu- 
pied a chair in the East Mississippi Female College, while our 
lamented brother served the Meridian Station, himself a noted 
pulpit orator, said: “Robert Norsworthy is really a great preach- 
er, his sermons from Sabbath to Sabbath being of a high or- 
der.” Revival fires were kindled in every station, and through- 
out the districts he served. He was too a strict disciplinarian. 
A layman of distinction, whose name is known throughout our 
Conference as one of the efficient leaders, attributes his present 
position in the Church to his courageous enforcement of the 
discipline against liquor selling by Church officials, and 
other worldliness, at a time when the temperance cause was 
unpopular. Yet. there was not a more tender and sympathetic 
pastor than he, who seemed to feel in his own heart the sorrows 
of the flock he served. Three heart-rending tragedies shadowed 
his life, filling his cup of sorrow to the brim, and bowing his 
soul to the very ground, but, though heart-broken, crying out 
“All thy waves and thy billows have gone over me,” his faith in 
God never wavered. He was often heard to say that if he had 
liis life to live over, he would rejoice to be just what he was, 
an humble Methodist preacher; the hardships of the ministry 
never daunted him. 

. EMORY UNIVERSITY 
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One near and dear to him, who knew him better than any 
of us, gives the following as his estimate of his character: 

‘He was great in prayer. He was blessed with a wonderful 
gift in approaching the throne of God. His prayers not only in- 
fluenced the throne of God, but wonderfully impressed the con- 
gregation in the midst of which they were offered. Mention of 
some of these prayers have been frequently heard many years 
after they were offered. Not only was he “great in prayer,” but 
he was MUCH in prayer. His problems he literally took to the 
Lord in prayer. He spent much of his time on hjs knees. Ten- 
derness was a striking characteristic with him. He was full 
of compassion for all suffering or troubled humanity. Sincerity 
was a part of his nature. He hated a sham. One of the most 
beautiful elements of his character was Fidelity. To the 
Church, his home, his family, his friends, the truth, to them all 
he endeavored to be faithful; and was. He dearly loved his 
Bible and read it much and systematically. In recent years 
w T hen he could read little he would fondle the Blessed Book. He 
experienced a simple yet rugged faith in the eternal verities. 
While well acquainted with the teachings of so-called higher 
criticism, he clung with a tenacity, which was beautiful, to the 
dear old Book, which is the bedrock of our holy religion, and 
of our only hope. He literally had “faith in God.” He was a 
devoted husband and father, and a loyal true friend. He dearly 
loved his brethren of the ministry and the great Church of which 
he was. for more than a half century, a faithful miember and 
minister. He was a dear man, in thought and word.” 

He was a pioneer in the Prohibition cause, doing valiant 
service in that important field. A great and good man has gone 
to his eternal reward. After making long itineraries through 
the State; after traveling large districts and after serving many 
charges, the Lord graciously permitted his aged servant to 
spend his last days in the city where his early ministry was 
spent, and among those who knew and loved him best. 

During the last hours of his illness, the tender ministrations 
of his aged widow, Mrs. Eugenia Norsworthy, and other mem- 
bers of his family and friends, and especially of his son. Rev. 
T. J. Norsworthy, were beautiful to behold. As he lay for sev- 
eral days hovering between heaven and earth, the room seemed 
to many a very Bethal. Fervent prayers were frequently of- 
fered, and by signs he made it known that the gates were ajar, 
and he was ready for eternal association with the Redeemer of 
his soul, and the saints of the ages. 
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He was buried from the Methodist church, Yazoo City, 
Friday afternoon, August 14th, at 3:30, the pastor of the church 
being assisted in the service by Reverends H. B. Cottrell, T. 
B. Cottrell, W. M. Williams, R. F. Witt, W. H. Lane, J. D. 
Crymes, and Rev. W. J. Caldwell of the Presbyterian church. 
“God buries his workmen, but carries on his work.” 

Now the laborer’s task is o’er 
Now the battle day is past; 

Now upon the farther shore, 

Lands the voyager at last. 

Father in thy gracious keeping 
Leave we now thy servant sleeping. 

There the tears of earth are dried; 

There its hidden things are clear; 

There the work of life is tried

The Conference was called to order at 8:30 o’clock A. M., 
Bishop Denny in the chair. 

The opening devotional exercises were conducted by H. 
P. Lewis, Sr.

Report No. Two of the Sunday School Board was read and 
adopted as follows: 

REPORT NO. 2, SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

We feel that for the first time in the history of our Church, our 
Sunday School work has received proper recognition, and been ele- 
vated to its true sphere. From a small advisory committee of five 
men, of which the Sunday School editor was chairman, we now 
have a Board composed of eighteen men, with equal lay and clerical 
representation, from as many different sections of the Church, with 
one of our chief pastors as chairman. Enlarged powers have been 
conferred upon this Board, financial support furnished, while pro- 
vision has been made for gathering and preserving valuable Sunday 
School data. For the first time in the history of the Church, a 
chapter on Sunday Schools has been placed in the Discipline which 
is worthy a careful reading. 

Changes are being made in our literature. The Magazine will 
henceforth be issued in two forms, one for those schools using the 
uniform lessons, the other for those schools using the graded litera- 
ture. Our Little People will be issued both in quarterly and leaflet 
form. 

Two new periodicals have been issued. The Workers Council, 
designed for pastors and Sunday School workers, discussing every 
phase of Sunday School problems, and The Missionary Messenger, a 
leaflet for use in preparing missionary programs, for the Sunday 
School. Your Board has provided that three copies of the Messenger 
be sent each Sunday School Superintendent in the Conference during 
the year. 

Our General Sunday School Board has arranged with the South- 
ern Assembly at Junaluska, North Carolina, for a Summer School 
of Methods during the month of July, and such railroad rates and 
hotel accommodations are being arranged, as will make possible a 
large attendance upon this school. We trust our Conference will be 
largely represented. 

The Adult Bible Class, under Dr. Bulla, has shown a most grati- 
fying growth enrolling now forty-five hundred classes, while Dr. 
Hamil reports twenty-five thousand teachers enrolled in the Teachers’

Training Course. Both these departments have been emphasized this 
year by our Field Secretary. 

Our Field Secretary has been in labors most abundant. To all 
who have opened their doors to him, we express our thanks, and as 
long as he shall continue in this work, we ask for him the same 
consideration.

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Report No. Two of the Board of Education was read and 
adopted : 

REPORT NO. TWO, BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Misissippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren: 

We are gratified to report that the interest in the Educational 
work of our church is increasing. The resolution passed by the Con- 
ference expresses the view of the Board with reference to our new 
University at Atlanta, and we urge our preachers and people to be 
loyal to the new enterprise and exhort our young men to take ad- 
vantage of the University for higher education. 

We recommend the appointment of J. W. Chisolm as student in 
the university. 

Millsaps College is in the midst of the most prosperous session 
in its history, having a larger enrollment than in any previous year. 
The great need of our Institution is a dormitory for boys in the Col- 
lege Department where board can be provided at cost. We favor 
the erection of a suitable building as soon as the funds can be se- 
cured, and recommend to the Board of Trustees that they get in 
order plans looking to the consummation of this purpose as soon as 
possible. 

We request the appointment of A. F. Watkins as President, and 
the election of M. L. Burton, W. H. Huntley, J. L. Dantzler and W. 
M. Buie as Trustees. 

We have had before us the report of the Board of Trustess of 
Port Gibson Female College, and learn from statements made that 
the college is in a prosperous condition, with a larger enrollment 
than that of last year. 

We request the appointment of T. J. O’Neil as President, and 
P. D. Hardin, L. A. Smith, T. B. Rush, H. H. Crisler, J. M. Taylor and 
L. B. Allen as Trustees. 

The report of the Mississippi Conference Training School shows 
that the attendance on that Institution is in advance of last year. 
We recommend the appointment of J. S. Purcell as President. 

We respectfully recommend to the President and Trustees of 
this school that in the future instead of givig a diploma a certifi- 
cate of work done leading to the A. B. or B. S. degree be given. 

The report of Whitworth College was submitted to us with a 
proposition from President Cooper looking to an arrangement by 
which the property belonging to him as lessee may become the prop- 
erty of the Conference at the end of five years from the beginning 
of his lease next June, and your Board took the following action 
touching the matter: 



1. We find that Dr. Cooper proposes to donate to the Trustees 
of the College at the close of his present lease, which will expire in 
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1920. Twenty pianos, all school fixtures, 'and furniture except that 
in the President’s home, and all interest in heating apparatus, pro- 
vided that in the event of his death prior to the expiration of said 
lease the property is to be valued and the Board of Trustees to re- 
ceive credit according to the number of years he miay have used the 
lease, this donation to be contingent upon the raising of not less than 
$50,000.00 for the permanent endowment of the College. 

2. We regard this offer as exceedingly liberal, and recommend 
the acceptance of the same. 

3. .We recommend that a campaign for raising said endowment 
be begun at once and continued on a plan that will look to the com- 
pletion of the same in five years. 

We recommend the appointment of I. W. Cooper as President 
and L. E. Alford as Financial Agent and Professor. 

The report of the Seashore Divinity School was submdted for our 
information, and we note with pleasure the work being done. 

The report of the Seashore Campground School was handed to 
us, and from it we learn that the attendance is larger than that at 
this time last year by a score of students. 

We recommend the appointment of H. W. VanHook as President.

We, your Conference Board of Missions, beg leave to submit 
the following report: 
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There has been collected this year for Home and Conference 
Missions, $9,071.00, on an assessment of $13,200.00; and $8,185.00 for 
Foreign Missions on an assessment of $12,100.00; Specials reported 
$7,164.00, making a total of $24,420.00. 

While we greatly regret to note such a heavy shortage in our 
missionary collections this year, it is but just to say that our mem- 
bers in a goodly number of charges have done heroically in raising 
their assessments in full in spite of the distressing financial condi- 
tions that have prevailed. 

In this hour, when the nations of Europe are engaged in a terrific 
struggle with each other, America occupies a place of leadership in 
diplomacy and in missionary enterprise such as no nation has ever 
had before, and the glorious and compelling opportunities that now 
greet the Protestant churches of North America, are a mighty chal- 
lenge to our faith and liberality. In our own church the demands 
of our mission work are growing with astonishing rapidity, and 
“every voice of Providence calls us to go forward.” 

As we enter upon a new Conference year, we would respectfully 
request all our members to co-operate with us and with our Gen- 
eral Board, in .carrying out the following missionary policy:

(1) An every-member canvass in every charge, during the 
month of January or as early in the year as practicable. 

(2) The introduction of the weekly or monthly duplex envelope 
system in every charge where possible. 

(3) The systematic, persistent circulation of missionary litera- 
ture, especially our splendid periodical “The Missionary Voice.” The 
distribution of copies of one good missionary leaflet each month, in 
each congregation would accomplish untold good. 

(4) Let us not neglect the cultivation of missions in the Sun- 

day School, according to the plan wrought out and endorsed by the 
General Conference. As Dr. W. W. Pinson well says: “Under the 

new law, the missionary contribution in the Sunday School will help 
strengthen Sunday School work in home and foreign lands. The 
watchword of this new combination is. ‘A Million for Missions, in 
the Sunday Schools of Southern Methodism.’ ” 

(5) A missionary sermon by every pastor at least once every 
quarter. Rightly has it been said that a missionary pastor makes a 
missionary people. 

(6) In our missionary campaign let us make large use of our 
laymen, who, through our Laymen’s Missionary movement, are ready 
to co-operate heartily with the overburdened pastors in the work 
to be done. 

(7) Let us unite in daily prayer for our Missionaries and Mis- 
sionary Enterprises, at home and abroad, and for larger offerings 
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the coming year. It is written, “Thy people shall be willing in the day 
of thy power.” 

Your Board of Missions has deemed it expedient to designate 
the first Sunday in April — Easter Sunday — as Missionary Day, at 
which time it is expected that a Missionary offering be taken in ev- 
ery Congregation, and we recommend that a Missionary Sermon be 
preached by each pastor the Sunday preceding. 

We rejoice to report that our Conference Evangelists, Revs. I. 

L. Peebles and D. E. Kelly, have met with large success in their ef- 
forts during the past year. We respectfully recommend the re- 
appointment of Rev. D. E. Kelly as Conference Evangelist for 1915. 

We also recommend the re-appointment of Rev. W. T. Griffin 
as Superintendent of the Gulf Coast Mission for 1915. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. H. Mellard as Confer- 
ence Missionary Secretary, for the ensuing year. 

The Auditing Committee, consisting of Geo. H. Galloway and M. 

M. Black, audited the books of the Treasurer and their report will 
appear in the minutes.
